Phelan Saves a View. 

On the ground that the secretary of 
agriculture had promised to camou- 
flage the barniike buildings which are 
being erected on the Arlington ex- 
perimental farm, which Hes between 
the Lincoln Memorial and Arlington 
national cemetery, Senator Phelan 
of California decided that he would 
not press for action on his resolution 
requesting the secretary to remove 
these buildings. 

“Secretary Houston told me,” said 
Senator Phelan, “that he himself was 
very much opposed to spoiling the 
view of the Lincoln Memorial, and 
that he had obtained the consent of 
the fine arts commission for the erec- 
tion of the buildings on the Arlington 
farm. He said that the roofs of the 
buildings were to be painted with a 
chemical paint which would camonw 
flage them so that they would not be 
visible. If the paint fails the secre- 
tary promised to plant trees around 
the buildings. If both the paint and 
the trees fail to prevent this blot on 
the landscape the secretary has prom- 
ised to demolish the buildings.”

We will have more prestige with Congress and with the 
United States Engineers for Rivers and Harbors: We will also show manufact- 
urers and shipping men that we intend to make our harbor a reality and by retain- 
ing their confidence we will pave the way to obtain enterprises. We cannot af 


ford to have shippers and manufacturers lose faith in us. 
The fact that we need not sell any of the bonds until we need the money to duplicate a 


Mke sum from the Government makes it a matter of no difference from a standpgint of tax- 
ation whether we vote the bonds at once or later. 


The fact that the bonds are to be sold only When the money is needed will make the added 
taxation very small.

Many entirely innocent per- | 
sons, both white and colored, were in- 
jJured during the continuance of the 
rioting.
